as a public servant, I have talk- 
ed with and listened to the peo- 
ple of this state. Each year, more 
and more of these conversations 
with citizens of Arkansas have 
centered around one thing— con- 
cern over their lack of confi- 
dence in government today in 
both our state and in our na- 
tion. 


"Because I share the same 


concern for what happens to 
Arkansas and because I have 
seen no workable solutions pre- 
sented by the present adminis- 
tration, or those who aspire to 


Budget Calls 
for Deeper 
Troop Cut

WASHINGTON (AP) - Top 


Defense officials 
say deeper 


cuts in total U.S. troop strength 
will be necessary because of a 
predicted budget deficit and an 
expected move by Congress to 
slash Pentagon spending. 


There are some indications 


the Joint Chiefs of Staff have 
sought to use the allied attacks 
into Cambodia as a lever to per- 
suade Congress to increase mili- 
tary appropriations. 


However, top civilian penta- 


gon authorities say the chiefs 
are deluding themselves—Con- 
gress will order reductions, 
rather than increases, in Presi- 
dent Nixon's $71.8 billion De- 
fense budget for the bookkeep- 
ing year starting July 1. 


Secretary of Defense Melvir^. 


R. Laird has called this budget * 
"rock bottom, bare bones" but 
he now knows Congress almost 
certainly will not agree. 


Two 
events occurred last 


week which point toward rising 
money troubles for the Defense 
Department. 


One was the Nixon adminis- 


tration's disclosure that it antic- 
ipates a $1.3 billion deficit for 
the 1971 fiscal year insteadofan 
earlier forecast surplus. 


The other was an indication 


by Rep. George Mahon, D-Tex., 
chairman of the key House Ap- 
propriations 
Committee, that 


the 
administration's 
Defense 


budget, submitted In February, 
will be slashed at least $1 bil- 
lion. 


That budget calls for bringing 


the armed services roll down to 
about 1.9 million, a cut of more 
than 252,000 men, and a reduc- 
tion of 57,000 civilian workers 
for a new total of about 1.1 mil- 
lion nonmllitary defense work- 
ers. 


At their peaks for the Viet- 


nam war period last June, there 
were about 3.5 million men in 
the military and nearly 1.3 mil- 
lion civilians. 


But in light of recent develop- 


ments, top Defense 
officials 


make it plain an even heavier 
military 
manpower 
reduction, 


and probably a civilian worker 
cutback, lie ahead. 


Authorities also predict addi- 


tional base closings and reduc- 
tions on top of the 678 facilities 
already affected by Pentagon 
economy mo/es in the last nine 
months. 


Officials say further cuts in 


u,s, troop strength carry with 
them additional security risks. 


They imply the strength re* 


<luction probably will fall hard- 
est on the strategic troop re* 
serve maintained in the United 
States for possible emergencies 
abroad, rather than any sub* 
stanUal cutbacks in overseas 
garrisons!

Snowmobile Taking 
Place of Old-Time 
Sled-Dog in Alaska

POINT 
BARROW, 
Alaska 


(AP) — Bob Poole, the musher, 
had cause for grief last winter. 
One of his sled dogs was run 
over and killed by a snowmo- 
bile. It was Insult heaped on in- 
jury. And it was inevitable. 


The feisty little machines with 


their ear-splitting engines and 
baneful exhausts have made the 
working dog team almost as ob- 
solete as the igloo. 


Romantics might find 
that 


fact 
horrifying, but Alaskans 


couldn't be happier. The ma- 
chines 
have liberated 
them 


from winter isolation and made 
a friend of the snow. 


Even the Eskimos find virtue 


in snowmobiles. 


"Too bad this place do not 


have enough flat place to have 
these iron dogs," lamented the 
newspaper at Little Diomede, a 
rbckris'land In the Bering Strait," 
"for 
we sure can use them 


here." 


"Use" is the correct verb, 


Most of the 285,000 Americans 
who bought snowmobiles last 
year got them primarily for fun. 
Point Barrow kids like to race 
merrily across the tundra too, 
but here an iron dog's main 
function is utilitarian. It is the 
arctic version of the family car. 


Here, where winter lasts from 


October to May, snow machines 
with sleds attached take the 
kids to school, haul the grocer- 
ies home, deliver the mall, tote 
the ice for drinking water and 
get the whole family to the Po- 
lar Bear theater on Saturday 
night. 


Down on the Seward Peninsu- 


la, near Nome, reindeer herders 
use 
snowmobiles 
to 
chase 


strays. At Prudhoe Bay, on the 
Arctic Ocean, oil workers use 
them to shuttle from rig to rig. 
At Kotzebue, the airport limou- 
sine is a snowmobile with a 
sturdy dog sled attached. 


"There's no question 
that 


snow machines have made a 
better life up here," said Eben 
Hopson, a Point Barrow civic 
leader. 


"A cleaner life, too. Barrow 


(population 1,500) Is the world's 
largest Eskimo village. Can you 
imagine the sanitation problem 
we had with 8 to 10 dogs chained 
at every house? In summer the 
smell was awful," 


Hopson explained that em* 


ployment for nearly every Bar- 
row man is part time or season- 
al when it's available at all. An 
Eskimo breadwinner still has to 
hunt and trap regularly to feed 
his family, 


"With dogs a roan could trav* 


el only about 35 miles a day," 
he said, "With a snow machine 
we can range out 100 miles or 
more on a weekend to find 
game and still be home Sunday 
night. My own trapiine is 40 
miles away, I can get there and 
back the same day, I could nev* 
er do that with a dog team." 


According to Bill Leavitt, a 


part time construction worker 
and skilled hunter, some Bar* 
row men without jobs hunt full 
time with their snowmobiles 
and fare well enough that they 
can barter meat and skins for 
staple goods and fuel, 


Thus the machines have had a 


demographic effect on the Arc* 
tic slope. A wider range of mo- 
bility has allowed Eskimos to live 
in population centers, near 
schools and hospitals and wel- 
fare agencies, and still have ac? 
cess to game tratts. Cape Halk* 
ett, fer tastajwe,. abput iOO miles 


from Point Barrow, a few years 
ago was the permanent home of 
nine or ten Eskimo families and 
the temporary 
home, during 


game migration, of many more. 
Now the village is abandoned. 


The accepted Eskimo method 


of driving a snowmobile, inci- 
dentally, is in a one-knee-on- 
the-seat position, like a boy rid- 
ing a wagon. 


And 
the 
accepted 
Eskimo 


name for the machine is "snow 
go," 
a brand name correctly 


spelled. Knowing this helps in 
interpreting such signs as the 
one posted in the Barrow school 
yard: "No Snow Goes Here." 


Even as recreational items, 


snowmobiles have proved a psy- 
chological blessing In Alaska, 
where highways are scarce and 
cabin fever a common malady. 


"I can remember when we 


had to put our automobiles on 
blocks in the winter and walk," 
said -Robert Atwood, an Anchor- *' 
age publisher.

18 Billions 
WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Nixon 
administration, 
citing 


lower-than-expected tax collec- 
tions, asked Congress today to 
raise the ceiling on government 
borrowing by $18 billion. 


Tills would increase the debt 


ceiling from the present $377 bil- 
lion to $395 billion. Without 
congressional action, the ceiling 
would automatically drop July 1 
to $365 billion. 


Secretary of the Treasury Da- 


vid M. Kennedy, presenting the 
request to the House Ways and 
Means 
Committee, 
attributed 


the 
expected deficits 
in the 


budget for this year and the 
next largely to smaller revenues 
than had been expected. 


"Apart from the effect of pro- 


posed legislation, revenues liave 
been reduced by $3 billion In the 
current year and $1.1 billion in 
fiscal 1971, in both cases largely 
reflecting lower estimates of 
Corporate profit tax receipts," 
Kennedy said. 


"Tliis slippage, in part at 


least, appears to reflect a lower 
than anticipated level of corpo- 
rate profit during the first part 
of this calendar year. It does 
not reflect any relaxation of our 
continuing efforts to control in- 
flation."

Marion County residents who 
were denied a mixed drink per- 
mit for a private club at Yell- 
ville think the Arkansas Alcoho- 
lic Beverage Control Board dis- 
criminated against them and 
their constitutional rights. 


The ABC denied the La Pin- 


tura Club the permit two weeks 
ago after 
a group opposed to 


the club testified at a board 
meeting in Little Rock. 


Charles H. Munfczell of Yell- 


ville, who applied for the per- 
mit, said there was no legal 
basis for the refusal of the per- 
mit. He said he expected the 
application to be refiled within 
a year. 


Muntzell said he would close

where the club would have been 
located, because of "insufficient 
support." 


The club had applied for the 


permit under legislation passed 
last year which allows private 
clubs in dry counties to apply 
for mixed drink permits. Ma- 
rion County is dry. 


Opponents of the club contend 


that Marion County is legally 
dry and the club would destroy 
that status.

Bombers Hit 
Juildup of 
•nemy Force

SAIGON (AP) «* While thou- 


sands of allied troops hunted for 
more enemy troops and supplies 
in Cambodia today, U.S. B52 
bombers attacked a new North 
Vietnamese 
buildup In South 


Vietnam's northernmost prov- 
inces. 


About GO of the big Strato for- 


tresses dropped nearly 2,000 
tons of bombs on North Viet- 
namese base camps, bunkers 
and staging areas along the De- 
militarized Zone and more than 
11 miles to the south below Da 
nang. 


South Vietnamese troops on a 


sweep just south of (he DMZ 
caught up with a North Viet- 
namese force in one area where 
the B52s lilt. 


Backed by artillery and fight- 


er-bomber strikes, the South 
Vietnamese Infantrymen report- 
ed 45 North Vietnamese soldiers 
killed and 17 weapons captured. 
They 
said 
four 
government 


troops 
were 
killed 
and 
16 


wounded. 


Informed sources said North 


Vietnamese troops were moving 
across the DMZ and through 
Laos to take up positions in the 
rolling hills. 


While the size of the buildup 


was uncertain, sources said it 
appeared similar to past troop 
concentrations 
thai have been 


dealt with mainly by air attacks 
because allied forces are spread 
so thinly in the northernmost 
parts of South Vietnam. 


"I don't see the North Viet- 


namese doing anything different 
from 
what they've done be- 


fore," said one source. "They 
come in from across the DMZ 
and Laos from time to time. 
The idea is when there 
are 


enough of them in there to make 
a good target, we lilt them." 


Three 
American 
soldiers 


were killed and 31 wounded in 
rocket and mortar attacks Sun- 
day on targets that included the 
headquarters of the U.S. 5th 
Marine Regiment southwest of 
Da Nang, an artillery base of 
the 101st Airborne Division be- 
tween the A Shau valley and 
Hue and a battery of the 108th

Field Artillery Group just south 
of the DMZ. 


The U.S. Command reported 


that American battlefield deaths 
In 25 days of operations in Cam- 
bodia had passed the 200 mark, 
and the U.S. and South Viet* 
namese commands said about 
9,000 North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong have been killed* 


"U.S. casualties in all Cambo- 


dian operations are 201 killed 
and 756 wounded," said a U.S. 
communique. 


In Cambodia Sunday night, 


North Vietnamese troops at- 
tacked U.S. air 
cavalrymen 


about 100 miles north of Saigon, 
killing 
five 
Americans 
and 


wounding eight in 20 minutes. 
Enemy losses were not known. 


A South Vietnamese spokes- 


man said the Saigon troops had 
taken control of the Chup rub- 
ber plantation, the biggest in 
Indocliina, and 
were two to 


three miles to the east and 
southeast of Kompong Cham.

INGLEWCOD, Calif. (AP) - 


Former 
Gov. Goodwin 
J. 


Knight, whose in-party dispute 
with forces backing Richard M. 
Nixon helped knock Republicans 
out of state power for eight 
years, is dead at 73. 


Knight, forced to the political 


sidelines by the GOP split which 
began developing in California 
In the mid-1950s, died of pneu- 
monia Friday at a hospital in 
this Los Angeles suburb. 


His five years and three 


months as governor beginning 
in 1953 were marked by the 
same peace and prosperity in 
California that the nation as a 
whole experienced during the 
Eisenhower presidency. 


In 1956, Knight threatened to 


challenge Nixon, then vice pres- 
ident, for the right to lead the 
California delegation to the Re- 
publican 
National 
Convention 


should President Dwlght D. Ei- 
senhower decide against seek- 
ing re-election. 


Two years later, pro-Nixon 


forces responded by boosting 
the candidacy of GOP Sen. Wil- 
liam Know land of California for 
Knight's job. 


Knight said 10 months before 


the primary that he would run 
again, but he changed his mind 
at the last minute—in the inter- 
est of party harmony, he said-* 
and ran for Knowland's Senate 
seat. 


Both men lost in a Democrat- 


ic landslide in 1958.

screening program using a com* 
bination of methods helped re» 
duce the rate of death from 
breast cancer in a group of 
women studied, a New York re* 
search team reported today. 


The project involved 62,006 


women in the Health Insurance 
Plan 
of Greater 
New York. 


Half were offered the screening* 
and the other half received no 
special attention. 


Preliminary findings on the 


study, which began in 1963, 
were reported today at the 10th 
International Cancer Congress 
by Sam Shapiro, a vice presi- 
dent !of the health plan. 


Among the women not offered 


the Screening, there have been 
52 deaths from breast cancer, 
he said. Deaths from breast 
cancer among women offered 
the screening now total 31, he 
said, even though the program 
was 
hampered because one- 


third of the women who were 
offered screening refused It. 


Screening included a clincal 


jxamination of the breast by a 
physician 
and maography, a 


technique that uses low-voltage 
X, rays to examine soft tissues 
in the breast. 
. The women studied were aged 
40 to 04, the high frequency pe- 
riod for breast cancer, now the 
leading cause of 
death from 


cancer among women. Federal 
census figures show that among 
every 100,000 women, 20 to 25 
die from breast cancer a year. 


After an initial screening, the 


women studied received three 
additional 
examinations at an- 


nual intervals. 


Shapiro said 127 breast can- 


cers were detected as the result 
of the screening. The value of 
the combination technique was 
demonstrated, he said, by a de- 
termination that 42 of the can- 
cers would have been missed 
without 
mamography and 56 


would have been missed with- 
out the clinical examination. 


Of the 127 cancers detected, 70 


per cent had not spread, which 
greatly improved the women's 
chances for survival after sur- 
gery.

Maj. Gen. Charles H. Wilson 


said in an interview that of the 
1,300 Arkansans who joined the 
guard last year, only 15 were 
Negroes. 


Wilson said the Army and Air 


Guards had a total of about 100 
Negroes, 
including about 60 


who enlisted since the cam- 
paign began in late 1967. The 
total strength 
of the state's 


Guard is nearly 10,000. 


"We improved the situation 


in Arkansas, but the progress 
was so little it was negligible," 
he said. "We 
are continuing 


recruiting efforts, but not as 
strenously as in the past simply 
because 
the 
Negroes 
have 


shown little interest in the 
Guard." 


The National Guard has been 


desegregated since the 1950s. 
Wilson said however, that "we 
are still being accused of being 
closed to the minority race." 


He said that an effort was be- 


ing made to get more Negroes 
in the Guard, but that conces- 
sions or special inducements 
cannot be offered. Whites and 
blacks must be treated the 
same, he said.

in Lukemia 
Medical researchers and the 


Bell Telephone System are work- 
ing together in a "life-saving" 
experiment for leukemia vic- 
tims. 


In two rooms at the Universi- 


ty of Texas-M.D. Anderson Hos- 
pital and Tumor Institute in Hou- 
ston, 86 per cent of the leuke- 
mia patients survive; 62 per cent 
lead relatively normal lives af- 
ter treatment. 


Outside the rooms, only half 


the leukemia victims survive 
and the "normal life" rate drops 
to 40 per cent. 


The difference, 
doctors be- 


lieve, is a special air filtration 
system initially developed for 
industry by the Bell System. 


This system called "laminar 


flow" reduces the patient's chan- 
ces for infection— the killer of 
more than two-thirds of all vic- 
tims of leukemia, a disease 
which destroys the white blood 
cell's ability to combat infec- 
tion. 


Devised by the Sandia Corpora- 


tion, a subsidary of Western 
Electric, 
the Bell System's 


manufacturing and supply arm, 
the filterning systemsare mount- 
ed at the head of each bed in the 
cleanrooms. 


The filtered air is distributed 


in parallel lines across the 
rooms, up the ceilings and 
through return ducts in a flow cy- 
cle difficult for a visitor to dis- 
cern. 


"I think there is a wide appli- 


cation for this kind of room. . . 
for patients undergoing exten- 
sive surgery. . .for heart trans- 
plantation— a field where pat- 
ients are 
highly susceptible 


to infections," said Dr. Gerald 
Bodey of the hospital's depart- 
ment of developmental therapeu- 
tics. 


"Our biggest problem at the 


moment is not having enough of 
these laminar flow cleanrooms 
to go around," 


The cleanrooms, he said, us- 


ually are reserved for patients 
with leukemia in its acute stag- 
es. They are placed in the rooms 
for initial treatment— usually 60 
days— until their bone marrow, 
weakened by disease, returns tc 
normal. 


Frequent 
culture 
samples 


are taken to verify the rooms' 
cleanliness, doctors said, and 
visitors must be specially clo- 
thed in masks, smocks, and foot 
coverings 'or remain a 
re* 


stricted area at the foot of a

Arkansas' law enforcement 


officials are being armed with 
a manual to help guide them in 
their day-to-day work. 


"It primarily deals with pro* 


cedures they follow in order to 
afford a person his full con- 
stitutional rights and to make 
sure the officer's gathering of 
evidence in making his case is 
done in a manner that is legal- 
ly permissible," says James W. 
Gallman, a University of Ar- 
kansas law professor who head- 
ed the project that put 
the 


manual together. 


The 121-page booklet is a pro- 


ject of the Criminal Procedure 
Institute, which was established 
at the University of Arkansas 
by the 1969 General Assembly. 


The 18 months of work tliat 


went into the preparation of the 
manual was financed partly by 
a $50,000 grant under the fed- 
eral Law Enforcement Assis- 
tance Act of 1965. 


State Sen. Richard Earl Grif- 


fin of Crossett, a candidate for 
a t t o r n e y general, pushed 
through a two-year appropria- 
tion in 1969 to pay for publish- 
ing the manual. The university 
also contributed its services. 


The manual will be supple- 


mented as the law is changed. 
In addition, the institute will 
publish a monthly newsletter to 
give officers current informa- 
tion about cases that might af- 
fect their work. 


Distribution of copies of the 


manual to every policeman in 
the state began last week. 


"It is something the officers 


can 
understand 
to acquaint 


them with the new require- 
ments," Gallman said. "This is 
an 
educational 
process 
for 


them. We hope it will help them 
avoid the pitfalls." 


The manual covers a number 


of topics, ranging from pre- 
trial publicity to the rights of 
defendants to police report writ-

eek-end dispatches from 
the Far East struck this 
ominous note: 


Prance is definitely hostile to 


the Cambodian leaders whooust* 
ed the Communist-bent Prince 
Norodom Sihanouk, therefore U, 
S. military leaders feel they have 
to reckon with French influence 
that is being thrown on the side 
of our enemies, 


Something the American pub- 


lic should never forget In its puz- 
zlement over unfriendly policies 
by our old European ally is that 
France had a Vietnam war be- 
fore ours, that the United States 
refused to help France with com- 
bat planes, France eventually 
lost the Vietnam war— and has 
steadfastly wished us misfortune 
in the present conflict. 


The new disclosure of French 


opposition in Cambodia is mere- 
ly an extension of displeasure 
with the Vietnam picture. 


And all of it traces back to 


what the 
United States told 


France in her hour of peril 
years ago in Vietnam: In effect, 
"The U.S.A. isn't about to help 
France fight to retain an Indo- 
China colony." 


Perhaps it was the truth— but 


the words back yonder were 
enough to infuriate the French 
so that today they hint what we're 
after is to spread American in- 
fluence and even colonization in 
Southeast Asia- with scant atten- 
tion to the fact that the Com- 
munists have broken the old 
French treaty which set up the 
Military Demarcation Line in 
Vietnam and now are attempting 
to seize all Southeast Asia. 


If anything were calculated to 


make Americans stand determin- 
ed and together-this is it.

In addition to use as 
a gangplank, a stretcher and a float for tired swimmers, It can be tied alongside the boat as a ramp for entering or 
leaving the water, left; placed under the keel to help steady the boat in rough water, center: and used as a ladder, 
right. The Allaboard consists of a piece of three-quarter or one-Inch exterior or marine plywood, measuring eight 
feet by 16 Inches, and flberglassed on one side and on rounded edges. Cleats should be placed about 15 inches apart. 
Hand "or footnotes should be anoroxlmatelv four Inches wide and l'/z inches in depth.

Competitive Sports 


Have Been Drawbacks

It is time again to look at 


Little League baseball from 
the health standpoint. Dr. N. 
J. Giannestras, a Cincinnati 
orthopedist, believes that or- 
ganized baseball and football 
programs for children under 
12 should be abolished and 
that such programs for those 
between 12 and 14 should bo 
closely supervised 
because 


of the great risk of serious 
injury. 
, 


Competitive s p o r t s for 


young boys have s p r e a d 
across the n a t i o n but, far 
from preparing the players 
for a life of p r o f e s s i o n a l 
sport or even for g r e a t e r 
physical fit'nliSfall fcto often 
they result in p e r m a n e n t 
damage to a joint. 


The greatest danger is to 


the elbow joints of pitchers, 
nearly all of whom wind up 
with a traumatic arthritis or 
loose fragments of cartilage 
in the joint space. In young 
football players similar dam- 
age occurs in the knees. 


Since there is little likeli- 


hood of abolishing organized 
sports for the 8 to 14 age 
group, Dr. Giannestras rec- 
ommends that no boy be 
allowed to pitch more than 
three i n n i n g s in one day 
three times a week and that 
young pitchers be encour- 
aged to develop speed and 
accuracy and not attempt to 
throw curves. Overemphasis 
on winning at all costs is the 
underlying cause of most in- 
juries. 


Q—For the last few months 


every time I have to say 
"No" to my oldest daughter, 
9. she starts to cry. This up- 
sets me very much. What do 
you advise? 


A—Try to find out what is 


behind this change in your 
daughter's behavior. Assure 
her in e v e r y way of your 
love for her and your regard 
for her as a valued member 
of the f a m i l y . When you 


must cross her, do so gently 
but firmly and explain your 
reasons for d e n y i n g her 
wishes. That is the only way 
she will ever gain emotional 
maturity.

Two Win Rotary Scholarships 


Habitual 
Criminal 
Act Upheld 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Arkansas 
Supreme Court up- 


held today the constitutionality 
of the state Habitual Criminal 
Statute in a case involving a 
26-year sentence for a man con- 
victed of a $50 theft, 


Frank Dolphus Jr. appealed 


his grand larceny conviction at 
West Memphis and contended 
there were three grounds for 
reversing 
the conviction and 


sentence. 


He contended the statute was 


unconstitutional 
because 
the 


penalty allowed under the law 
involved previous 
convictions. 


In effect, he was being punished 
a second time for earlier of- 
fenses, he contended. 


Dolphus had been imprisoned 


in Oklahoma in 1952 for rob- 
bery, in Illinois for larceny in 
1956 
and in Michigan for at- 


tempted larceny in 1964. 


Under the Habitual Criminal 


Act, 
Dolphus could have re- 


ceived a sentence of up to 31 
years and six months. 


The Supreme Court, in an 


opinion by Chief Justice Carle- 
ton Harris, cited a decision of 
the eth U.S; Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals which said that an in- 
creased penalty because of a 
previous conviction ispermissa- 
ble. 


The federal appeals court 


saidx such a penalty "is not a 
punishment for that (earlier) of- 
fense but simply a stiffened 
penalty for the latest crime 
which is considered to be an 
aggravated offense because (it 
is) a repitive one." 


Harris, without elaboration, 


said the court did not agree 
that 
the penalty 
constituted 


cruel and unusual punishment. 


Dolphus also contended that 


there was not sufficient evi- 
dence to sustain the conviction. 


He was convicted in Critten- 


den County Circuit Court in con- 
nection with the 1968 theft of $50 
from a cash register at a gro- 
cery store operated in West 
Memphis 
by 
Mrs. 
Virginia 


Hammett, 


Mrs. Hammett testified that 


Dolphus came into the store as 
its first customer of the day 
and, 
while she was away from 


the cash register apparently 
took 10 five dollar bills from the 
till. 


No one saw Dolphus "put his 


hand in the cash register, but 
such proof was not necessary," 
the Supreme Court said. "We 
have held that participation in 
larceny may be shown by cir- 
cumstances."

Demonstrator 
Uniform 
Irrelevant

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Supreme Court decided today it 
is not illegal for a person parti- 
cipating in a street skit critical 
of the war in Vietnam to wear 
parts of an Army uniform. 


Actors, the court said in a 


unanimous 8-0 opinion, have a 
right to wear the uniform or 
parts of it in a theatrical per- 
formance, and also have the 
constitutional 
right 
of 
fret 


speech, including the right to 
criticize the government. 


To hold otherwise, the high 


court said, would mean that an 
actor, 
under 
such 
circum- 


stances would be free to praise 
the war in Vietnam but could be 
sent to prison for opposing it. 


The high court reversed the 


conviction in federal court in 
Houston, Tex., of Daniel Jay 
Schacht on a charge he violated 
a law prohibiting civilians from 
wearing the uniform or parts of 
it without specific per mission. 


In other actions today, the 


court: 


— Upheld, in a Philadelphia 


case, the authority or urban of- 
ficials to prohibit groups of peo- 
ple from assembling on city 
streets in times of emergency. 


— Strengthened the right to a 


speedy trial by throwing out the 
robbery conviction of a Florida 
truck driver who was not tried 
until eight years after he had 
been arrested. 


— Acted to promote in ac- 


tion of small picnic parks and 
local "swimming notes" by re- 
fusing to hear a private Virginia 
operator who is under orders to 
admit Negroes. 


In the 
street 
skit 
case, 


Schacht1 s defense was that he 
was authorized to wear the uni- 
form under another law permit- 
ting civilians to wear a uniform 
in a theatrical production pro- 
viding 
the portrayal doesn't 


tend to discredit the armed 
forces. 


In the skit presented several 


times during an anti'Vietnani 
demonstration, Schaeht shot red 
ink at another demonstrator 
portraying a Viet Cong who then 
fell down. Then Schacht and an- 
other actor walked up and said, 
"My God, this is a pregnant 
woman." 


To a government contention 


that this was not a theatrical 
production, the court said that 
theatrical productions need not 
necessarily be performed in 
buildings or on a stage, nor 
need 
they be performed by 


professional actors norbeelabO' 
rately produced. 


"Jt may be that the perform* 


ances were crude and amateur 
ish and perhaps unappealing, 
but such can be said about 
many theatrical performances," 
said the court's opinion written 
by justice Hugo L. Black. 


Black said the court could not 


believe that Congress, inwriting 
a special exception for threatri- 
cal productions, intended to pro- 
t§st only a limited category of 
professionally produced plays.
